On January 18, 2018, the Commission entered an Order, which, among other 

things, approved a rate adjustment for Kentucky Power Company ("Kentucky Power'') 

and established new rates to be effective for service rendered on and after January 19, 

2018. 

Based on a review of that Order and being otherwise sufficiently advised, the 

Commission finds that three inadvertent errors need to be corrected. First, on page 22 

of the Order, the second paragraph of the section titled "Weather Normalized 

Commercial Sales" states that the Commission made a $400,000 adjustment to 

increase commercial revenues; the adjustment already was included in the Settlement 

Agreement. Second, on page 23, in the section titled "Capital Structure and Cost of 

Debt," and on page 31 , in footnote 91 , the correct percentage of long-term debt in the 

capital structure is 53.45 percent, not 54.45 percent. 



Third, in Appendix C, the energy rates for Tariff IGS were incorrectly calculated 

and the Primary Service Voltage Monthly Off-Peak Billing Demand was inadvertently 

omitted. Tariff IGS rates are correctly set forth below. 

The Commission, on its own motion, HEREBY ORDERS, nunc pro tunc, that the 

January 18, 2018 Order is amended as follows: 

1. Tariff I.G.S. energy charges and Primary Service Voltage Monthly Off-

Peak Billing Demand in Appendix C are amended as follows:

2. On page 22, the second paragraph of the section titled 'Weather 

Normalized Commercial Sales" is stricken and replaced with the following: 

Kentucky Power and the Settling Intervenors agreed to the $400,000 adjustment 

as set forth in the Settlement, paragraph 2(b). The Commission finds this adjustment to 

be reasonable and accepts the adjustment to Weather Normalized Commercial Sales 

as provided in the Settlement. 

3. On page 23, in the second sentence of the first paragraph in the section 

titled, "Capital Structure and Cost of Debt," and on page 31 , in footnote 91 , the stated 

percentage of long-term debt in the capital structure is amended to be 53.45 percent. 

4 . All provisions of the Order of January 18, 2018, that are not in conflict with 

this Order shall remain in full force and effect.
